South Vietn amese Sees 
No Majo r Disag reemen ts 


PARIS (AP) —Vice President 
Nguyen Cao Ky of South Viet­ 
nam said he found no disagree­ 
ment with top U.S. negotiators 
on Vietnamese peace talks after 
another meeting today despite 
the remarks of Defense Secre­ 
tary Clark M. Clifford in Wash­ 
ington. 
“ I didn’t see any disagree­ 
ments,” the Saigon leader said 
after meeting an hour and 40 
minutes with chief U.S. peace 
talks envoys, W. Averell Harri­ 
man, and deputy Cvtus R. 
Vance. 
“ Really, I do not know why 
Mr. Clifford, staying far away 
in Washington, could have any 
remarks about disagreements 
here,' Ky said. 


Clifford drew anger from the 
South Vietnamese negotiators 
with remarks on a Sunday tele­ 
vision program. Clifford laid 
much blame on Saigon for the 
proc’edural discussion that has 
been holding up the four-way 
peace conference. 
Ky had retorted Monday that 
Clifford has shown a gift ever 
since taking office of “ saying 
the wrong thing at the wrong 
time.” 
He also conferred with Harri­ 
man and Vance Monday along 
with Ambassador Pham Dang 
Lam, chief of his delegation. To­ 
day Ky said he still stands by 
that statement.

“ Crime in the streets is the 
number one domestic problem 
in the minds of citizens of this 
state and this country. 
“ It should be first in priority 
of effort and support, financial 
and in other ways. This is not 
now the case. 
“ We cannot wait for the qual­ 
ity of life in Missouri to be im­ 
proved to the optimum level 
that many believe is the answer 
to delinquency and crime. . .” 
The grim words come from 
the report released today by the 
Governor’s Citizens Committee 
on Delinquency and Crime. It 
warned Gov. Warren E. Hearnes 
and the Legislature a remedial 
program will cost money, but it 
said action cannot be delayed. 
LT. Gov. Thomas F. Eagleton 
was chairman of the committee 
which produced the 251-page 
report after two years of work. 
Cochairman was Isaac Gur- 
man, former St. Louis police 
commissioner and former di­ 
rector of the St. Louis Bureau 
for Men. 
“ Substantial improvement of 
the justice system,” the report 
said, “ will require the expendi­ 
ture of substantial sums. Yet 
the inadequacies of the present 
system exact a far greater cost, 
not only in dollars but also in 
the sufferings experienced by 
the victims of crime and in the 
wasted lives of thc»e who are 
never successfully discharged 
from the system.” 


The committee had a $10,000 
state appropriation to work with 
plus a $40,000 federal grant. It 
limited its study to police ad­ 
ministration, the juvenile of­ 
fender, 
jails, 
misdemeanant 
courts, probation and parole 
and adult correctional institu­ 
tions. 
Here are some of the key 
recommendations: 
Police — general upgrading 
and integration of local and 
statewide police services to cope 
with increasing deinquency and 
crime, with mandatoiy mini­ 
mum standards for officers and 
higher pay. 
Jails—minimum standards for 
all jails and a state jail inspec­ 
tion service plus a system of re­ 
gional jails. About half of all 
jails should be closed as soon 
as adequate facilities are avail­ 
able.

SAIGON (AP) - Five thou­ 
sand U.S. Marines backed by 
more than 200 air strikes are 
sweeping the mountains * 30 
miles southwest of Da Nang in a 
major operation, U.S. headquar­ 
ters disclosed today. 
Lifting the security lid on the 
11-day-old drive. Operation Tay­ 
lor Common, a spokesman said 
123 North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong have been killed and 41 
suspects captured since the op­ 
eration began Dec*. 7. 
He said 18 Marines had been 
killed and 73 wounded. 
It is the sec’ond massive Ma­ 
rine sweep south of Da Nang in 
less than five weeks. On Dec. 8, 
7,000 U.S. and South Korean ma­ 
rines and South Vietnamese in­ 
fantrymen ended 20-day Opera­ 
tion Meade River, a 50-square- 
mile cordon centered 15 miles 
south of Da Nang. In that 
sweep, the Marines reported 862 


enemy and 95 Marines killed 
and 504 Marines wounded. 
A U.S. spokesman said intelli­ 
gence reports and observations 
by 
Marine 
scouts 
indicate 
troops from two or three enemy 
regiments might be in the 
mountains. He said these might 
include troops from a regiment 
battered in the earlier operation 
who are try ing to reach Laos to 
wait for replacements. 
About 25 Air FoR'e B52 bomb­ 
ers dropped 750 tons of explo­ 
sives on enemy troop concentra­ 
tions. a staging area and supply 
depots Monday and today in 
support of the maneuvering Ma­ 
rines. 
A damage a.ssessment was not 
available as the Marines were 
reported still three to four miles 
away from the targets. 
Elsewhere in the war. North 
Vietnamese troops sprang an 
ambush today on a U. S. Army 


convoy traveling a vital Ameri­ 
can supply line 42 miles north­ 
west of Saigon, but an armored 
column and airborne reinforce­ 
ments beat the attackers off and 
killed 50 of them. 
Five Americans were killed, 
and 11 were wounded and sever­ 
al trucks in the 50-vehicle con­ 
voy were damaged, but the oth­ 
ers made it to the allied base at 
Dau Tineg 
Fighting continued into the 
night as Infantrymen of the U S 
25th Division chased the enemy

Cablevision,

City Council meeting Monday

Councilman Leo Letourneau 
introduced a motion to the

to 
reconsider 
Cablevision’s request to raise 
its rates to $4.90 per month and 
charge a $10 installation fee for 
all new subscriptions to the 
company. The old rate was 
$4.50 per month and there was 
no installation fee. H.is motion 
was 
brought 
about 
after 
considerable 
review 
of 
the 
matter 
in 
a 
pre-council 
meeting. 
Under a contract entered into 
by Cablevision and the City of 
Sedalia, Cablevision must pay 
the city a 10 percent fee each 
year and the City Council must 


approve all rate changes by 
CalbevLsion. 
There is no law in Missouri 
giving a municipality the right 
to place a franchise fee on any 
service such as the one provided 
by Cablevision. This fee was 
placed on Cablevision by the 
city on a “ theory of law,” not a 
written one, it was brought out. 
Cablevision’s request to raise 
its rates was the result of 
financial difficulties and federal 
regulations 
placed 
upon 
Cablevision, 
according 
to 
James Buckley, attorney for 
Cablevision. It was point^ out 
that had the council not granted 
Cablevision’s request or that

Ralph Lee, president of the Pettis County board, said, “ It was 
common knowledge that this (the alleged unauthorized 
payments) was being done”

about it?” shot back Adams.

Shu ltz said that p riv ate mo n ­ 
ey in ev itably mu st be in v o lv ed 
in dev elo p in g train in g p ro grams 
an d jo bs fo r y o u n g n o n whites.

for the steel industry. 


As director of the Federal M e 
diation and Concihation Service, 
Simkin was usually the first 
federal official to step into dis­ 
putes. He helped to mediate set­ 
tlements in the steel, trucking, 
telephone, copper, aerospace 
and aluminum industries. 
Simkin’s new job, announced 
Monday by spokesmen for the 
steel industry and the A FL— 
CIO United Steelworkers Union, 
will be chairman of a three-man 
panel dealing with possible dis­ 
putes arising from a new incen­ 
tive pay system for steelwork­ 
ers. 


LONDON (AP) — Princess

NEW YORK (AP) - Student 
demands for a greater voice in 
school affairs have led to a rash 
of U.S. campus disorders during 
the first quarter of the 1968-69 
academic year. 
Protests involving violence 
have been staged against cam­ 
pus recruiting by industry, gov­ 
ernment agencies and the U.S. 
armed forces. 
Negro 
students 
in 
many 
schools have clashed with police 
or college officials in demon­ 
strations for recognition of thdr 
rights and a larger share of en­ 
rollments. 
In New York, grade and high 
school boys and girls invaded 
the subway system and dam­ 
aged equipment because the 
board of education decreed a 
longer school day to make up 
time lost in a teachers strike. 
Uniformed ROTC students 
were formed into guard patrols 
at Kansas State University after 
a fire described by the authori­ 
ties as arson burned down a 
gymnasium. 
At California’s College of San 
Mateo a force of 350 police 
turned out to keep order in the 
wake of a rampage by 150 stu­ 
dents, most of them Negroes, 
which left 12 persons injured 
and $5,000 damage to property. 
Officials of San Francisco 
State College closed down the 
school early for the Christmas- 
New Year hoUdays after days of 
turmoil involving demands by 
teachers and students for more 
autonomy. 
Two score Negro students of 
Washington University in St 


Louis held possession of two 
campus buildings in an eight- 
day sit-in touched off by a claim 
that a Negro graduate student 
was roughed up by four campus 
police officers. 
At Ohio’s Kent State Universi­ 
ty 300 Negro students boycotted 
classes for four days after a 
rowdy demonstration against 
recruiters from the Oakland, 
CaUf., police department. About 
60 black students of Akron 
State University took part in 
a sympathy strike. 
A student group of 300 op­ 
posed to campus recruitment by 
defense industries and govern­ 
ment agencies carried out seven 
weeks of demonstrations at the 
University of Connecticut. The 
state police finally read the riot 
act to the demonstrators and ar­ 
rested 67. 
At Brown University in Rhode 
Island 40 Negro students stayed 
away from classes four days, 
demanding increased financial 
aid for blacks and a higher en­ 
rollment quota. 
The school 
agreed to raise the number of 
student body places reserved 
for Negro males by 5.6 per cent 
next year and to set aside 11 
percent more places for Negro 
girls at Pembroke, a sister 
school. 
Three buildings at predomi­ 
nantly Negro Lemoyne-Owen 
College in Memphis, Tenn., 
were seized and held for two 
days by 50 students and outside 


militants following a campus 
membership campaign by black 
power groups. 
The school year opened inaus- 
piciously at the University of II- 
Unois, where 240 students pro­ 
testing alleged housing discrimi­ 
nation against Negro enrollees 
by seizing the Student Union 
building.

'Recipe' 
For Show

NEW YORK (AP) - The rec­ 
ipe for NBC’s latest made-for- 
TV feature, “ The Sunshine Pa­ 
triot.” was certainly tried and 
true. 
There was the intrepid secret 
agent behind the Iron Curtain 
trying to get the coin with the 
microfilm in its hollow core. 
There was the American trav­ 
eler trying to combine a busi­ 
ness deal with adiscreet tryst 
with a girl but caught in a 
switch of identities. There was 
a liberal salting of violence. 
And there were some mighty 
fine actors. 


All this, but the Monday night 
film was simply a two-hour 
drag. It was almost a relief 
when it wound its leisurely way 
to a curious finish—our agent 
writhing in a death scene with­ 
out accomplishing his mission. 
The program had a weakness 
often found in those world pre­ 
miere programs. It seemed too 
fragile to convert into a real 
theatrical film, too complicated 
to turn into short, snappy ac 
tion. 
It took about 40 minutes just 
to get Cliff Robertson estab­ 
lished in his role as Agent Ross 
-dark-haired, bearded and la­ 
conic—and to have him switch 
passports with 
businessman- 
Selby—also 
Robertson, 
but 
clean -shaven and silver- 
thatched in that part. Thereaft­ 
er the show took off with a slow 
pace as Ross tried to get the mi­ 
crofilm, with frequent portions 
showing how the innocent busi­ 
ness man was being drugged, 
beaten and questioned by the 
stern, 
suspicious 
inquisitors, 
convinced they had a hot spy in 
custody. 
Robertson’s misfortune was in 
having to play a dual role of two 
pretty unsympathetic charac­ 
ters. Dina Merrill, unhappily 
rigged up in a dark wig through 
most of the show, played the 
businessman’s European play­ 
mate in lacklustre fashion 
The show had vast evidence of 
padding to get through two 
hours. At one point there was 
considerable ado about the iro­ 
ny of the chief inquisitors senti­ 
mental concern about the birth 
of his first grandson before pro­ 
ceeding to the brutal business of 
getting the suspects secrets on 
the line. 


Elvis Presley’s recent televi­ 
sion special was the most popu­ 
lar program during the period 
between Dec 2 and 9, according 
to a Nielsen survey and attract­ 
ed what NBC says was the larg­ 
est audience for a special so far 
this season.

Stenhouse said the calls aren’t 
just coming from the Atlanta 
area. “ The London Telegraph 
wants us to tell them how long it 
will be before the epidemic 
reaches London, England,” he 
said. 
The NCDC says the new flu 
virus won’t reach its peak until 
at least the first of the year.

To Crack 
Down On 
Students

PARIS (AP) — With student 
unrest on the rise again in 
France, P re m ie r Maurice 
Couve de Murville said Monday 
night the government will toler­ 
ate no more university sit-ins. 
Four hours after France’s 
largest 
student 
organization 
called for a nationwide class 
boycott, Couve de Murville 
asked in a television address for 
students, teachers and the gov- 
enunent to work together. 
“ Contention must be ended,” 
he declared. “ This signifies that 
politics has no place in the high 
schools. This signifies that first 
of all no occupation will be tol­ 
erated in the universities.” 
The student strike call was 
not considered a serious threat 
to public order since the Christ­ 
mas holidays are about to be­ 
gin. But new campus control 
measures touched off fist fights 
and other confrontations be­ 
tween students and police. 
At Nanterre University stu­ 
dents fought with police and 
marched through the campus 
Monday shouting “ Down with 
police repression” after they 
found national riot police sur­ 
rounding the university on the 
outskirts of Paris. 
The police were there, accord­ 
ing to Education Minister Edgar 
Faure, to check students’ identi­ 
ty cards and “ guarantee free 
access to classes.” 
Similar identity checks were 
being made at the Sorbonne, but 
there were no incidents. At Tou­ 
louse University police dragged 
out 200 students who occupied 
the administration building, and 
strikes were in effect at cam­ 
puses in Bordeaux and Cler­ 
mont-Ferrand. 
The issues were local ones, 
such as cafeteria problems and 
complaints about the slow pace 
of university reforms. Leftist 
students called for social revolu­ 
tion and also demanded the re­ 
lease of a Nanterre student ar­ 
rested in connection with a ser­ 
ies of bombing attacks in Paris.

This unflattering 
statement, 
which 
could 
have 
been 
made 
yesterday, 
appeared in a dispatch by the foreign 
correspondent of a New York newspaper 
on June 14, 1853. The name of the 
correspondent was Karl Marx. 
Everyone has heard of Marx, but it is 
not generally known that for some 10 years 
in the 1850s and 60s he contributed ar­ 
ticles to the New York Dailv Tribune, 
perceptively analyzing the major political 
developments of the day. The articles have 
been collected for the first time in a book, 
“ Karl 
Marx 
on 
Colonialism 
and 
Modernization," edited by Shlomo Avineri 
of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem 
and just published by Doubleday. 
Although 
Marx 
was 
momentarily 
awaiting the collapse of capitalism in 
Western Europe and the arrival of the next 
stage — socialism 
his dispatches are 
remarkably free ot dogma. They cover 
topics ranging from the Crimean War to 
the future of British rule in India to the 
collapse of the Chinese empire under the 
impact 
of 
the 
West 
to 
big-power 
machinations in the Middle East. 


It is his comments on Russia, however, 
that most interest the modern reader. On 
April 12,1853, for example, he wrote: 
“ Russia is decidedly a conquering 
nation, and was so for a century, until the 
great movement of 1789 called into potent 


activity an antagonist of formidable na­ 
ture. We mean the European Revolution, 
the explisive force of democratic ideas and 
man’s native thirst for freedom. Since the 
epoch there have been in reality but two 
powers on the continent of E]urope — 
Russie and Absolutism, the Revolution 
and Democracy. 
“ For the moment the Revolution seems 
to be suppresscxl, but it lives and is feared 
as deeply as ever.” 
Marx was writing, of course, about the 
Russia of the c^/ars, but one wonders what 
changes, if any, the patron saint of 
communism would make today were he 
reporting 
on 
recent 
events 
in 
Czechoslovakia. 
One is also reminded of that oft-used but 
perennially serviceable FYench saying; 
“ The more things change, the more they 
remain the same.” 
Marx would likely agree. 


Not Merry for Mailmen 
And now a g(X)d word for the mailman. 
Estimates are that some 10 billion 
picHi’es of Christmas mail will have been 
delivered on time and reasonably intact by 
the overburdened couriers by the time the 
holiday season comes to its merciful end. 
That is as much mail as a major country 
such as P’rance moves in an entire year, 
l^ut another way, it is 50 gifts, cards and 
letters for every man, woman and toddler 
in the nation.

"Don't worry . . . I'm insured," 
Hut are you really? Under the

only in case you are legally liable. 
If this v\ as a pure acciilent, in no 
w.i\ \our fault, you are ntit legallv 
liable - .uul I lie insuiance company 
fi.is no obligation to pay off. 
I rue. you may h.ive a "medical 
p.iynienis" clause in your policy 
which applies even if you are not 
legally liable Hut the medical pay­ 
ments coveiage is usually modest, 
not much help in case of serious 
injury 
In these circumstances, you might 
be templed to side with the injured 


victim against your own insurance 
company— perhaps 
out 
of 
sym­ 
pathy for the victim, perhaps on 
the theory that "the insurance com­ 
pany can afford it.” 
But whatever your inclination, 
you have no right to weight the 
scales against the company, just to 
help the victim collect. On the con­ 
trary. you are obliged by the "co­ 
operation clause" in your policy to 
give the company all reasonable 
cooperation in its defense against 
the claim. 
This means you must sign papers, 
make court appearances, and do 
whatever else is necessary to help 
the company legitimately make its 
case. 
And. of course, you must tell 
the truth. 
In one case, a man named in a 
damage claim told his insurance 
company that he was in no way 
to blame for the accident. But just 
before the trial, he suddenly re­ 
versed his story, quite obviously to 
help the victim collect. 
The court accordingly ruled that 
the man had violated the coopera­ 
tion clause, thereby releasing the 
insurance company from its obli­ 
gation. 
"The insured must tell his in­ 
surer the complete truth concern­ 
ing the accident,” said the court, 
“ and he must stick to this truthful 
version throughout the proceedings. 
He must not blow hot and cold to 
suit his personal convenience.”

These same public officials have no neutrality when 
it comes to spending the city taxpayers’ money on 
the local airport or other air transit schemes. If ours 
is supposed to be a private enterprise system, why 
can’t the airlines support themselves and get off the 
public dole? 
I have relied many Umes, in the past, on Missouri 
Pacific passenger service into Sedalia, to visit my 
mother and other relatives living there. Many of us 
aren’t in the so-called Jet set with expense 
accounts or simply can’t afford extensive air travel. 
If public monies are to be spent on the airlines, why 
can’t some be applied to improving something you 
already have? 
The Missouri Pacific offers the last rail passenger 
link between St. Louis and Kansas City as well as 
the State Capitol.

Q — How long do I have to hold stock before I can 
treat profits made on it as a long-term capital gain?
